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REPORT. 


(Gentlemen, 

The  following  is  my  report  for  1908  : — 

Our  Sanitary  District  consists  of  24  parishes  with  a population 
according  to  the  census  of  1901,  of  17,503. 

This  is  the  total  population,  but  for  statistical  purposes  the 
inmates  of  the  Asylum,  and  of  Warley  Barracks,  must  be  deducted. 
This  leaves  a population  of  15,192,  on  which  all  birth  and  death 
rates  have  been  calculated. 

In  these  figures  the  Workhouse  is  included,  as  the  inmates  are 
drawn  almost  exclusively  from  the  Union  District.  The  deaths  of 
inmates  belonging  to  the  Brentwood  locality  are  returned  there,  and 
are  not  included. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  409. 

This  gives  a birth  rate  of  26-9  per  1,000  of  population. 

The  total  deaths  registered  was  444.  Of  these  241  were  in  the 
Asylum,  2 in  the  Shenfield  Cottage  Hospital,  and  2 in  the  Poplar 
Union  Schools,  at  Hutton.  203  occurred  in  the  District  of  the  Rural 
Sanitary  Authority.  Of  these  latter  9 in  the  Workhouse  belonged  to 
Brentwood  Urban  District,  and  as  stated  above  have  been  transferred 
to  that  locality. 

This  gives  a death  rate  of  12 ’7  per  1,000  of  population. 

The  birth  rate  for  1907  was  257,  and  the  death  rate  i5'o. 

There  were  28  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year, — a death  rate 
of  68‘5  per  1,000  of  births. 

There  are  no  separate  localities.

I am  glad  to  see  that  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  will  be  a notifiable 
disease  on  January  ist,  1909.  Certain  regulations  have  been  made 
and  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  but  beyond  notification 
there  is  nothing,  and  notification  alone  will  produce  nothing.  I 
would  urge  on  my  authority  the  need  for  separate  accommoda- 
tion for  these  cases,  and  also  I am  very  strongly  of  opinion  that  the 
accommodation  provided  should  be  such  that  not  more  than  two  or 
three  should  be  located  in  one  shelter  or  room.  These  cases  are  not 
all  alike,  and  if  a number  of  smaller  huts  or  rooms  are  provided  it 

will  be  possible  so  to  arrange  that  cases  suitable  to  each  other  can  be 
put  together. 

1 he  question  of  provision  for  such  cases  has  been  before  the 

I ericay  Board  of  Guardians  from  time  to  time,  but  nothing  has 
eventuated.  ® 

Notice  also  should  be  taken  that  the  Act  applies  only  to  “Poor 

persons,  and  this  it  is  explained  means  “ a person  who  is  or  has  been 
in  receipt  ol  relief  from  the  Poor  Rate.”

One  hundred  and  eight  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  notified 
as  against  8i  last  year.  Of  these  35  occurred  in  South  Weald—  17  of 
Diphtheria  and  t8  of  Scarlatina.  The  schools  were  closed  with 
satisfactory  results.  In  some  cases  no  medical  man  was  called  in, 
and  in  this  way  other  families  were  affected.  Others  arose  from 
school  infection,  and  again  some  cases  were  traced  to  the  playing 
together  of  children  from  infected  houses.  This  is  almost  impossible 
to  prevent  when  houses  are  close  together,  and  in  some  cases  have  a 
yard  in  common.  The  17  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  chiefly  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  Crescent  Road,  among  children  attending  that 
school  and  the  Council  school.  The  other  cases  call  for  no  com- 
ment— they  were  spread  over  most  of  the  parishes  in  the  District. 
There  were  6 cases  of  Enteric  notified  from  the  County  Asylum.

I'lie  Isolation  Hospital  was  occujiied  the  whole  year.  In  all 
there  were  76  cases — 46  of  Scarlatina,  26  of  Dii)htheria,  and  4 of 
Enteric  fever. 

The  cases  of  Scarlatina,  taking  them  altogether,  were  of  about 
an  average  character.  One  of  the  cases  of  Enteric  died  the  5th  day 
after  admission,  the  other  three  made  a good  recovery. 

One  Diphtheria  case  died  after  seven  days  in  Hospital.  No 
antitoxin  had  been  injected,  and  in  connection  with  this  case  I would 
again  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for  the  early  use  of  antitoxin. 
I regret  to  say  that  out  of  the  26  cases  admitted  into  the  Isolation 
I Hospital.  14  had  not  beeh  injected.  I have  called  attention  to  this 
neglect  before,  but  with  no  result.  To  those  who  see  much  of  this 
disease  the  use  of  antitoxin  is  evident  and  convincing,  and  I attribute 
the  small  mortality  in  our  Isolation  Hos[)ital  to  its  free  use.  I should 
like  to  see  an  order  from  the  Local  Government  Board  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  im]mrtance  of  the  early  use  of  antitoxin,  and  making 
arrangements  for  a supply  to  any  medical  man  for  either  a parish  or 
•“lub  patient.  • 

Of  the  76  cases  in  Hospital  25  were  from  Brentwood  Urban 
District. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  in  hospital  was  47  days  for  .Scarlan- 
tina  patients,  30  for  Diphtheria,  and  26  for  Enteric. 

I am  again  pleased  to  say  that  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been 
carried  out  by  all  the  Officers  in  the  most  satisfactory  way. 

During  the  year  we  have  frequently  been  unable  to  take  in  cases 
desiring  admission  on  account  of  the  wards  being  full.  At  present 
the  Brentwood  Urban  District  Council  pay  jQi  los.  od.  a week  for 
each  case  sent  in  from  their  Urban  District.  In  this  way  25  cases 
were  admitted  from  Brentwood —just  a third  of  the  total  admissions. 
It  has  been  under  consideration  to  enlarge  the  Hospital,  but  at 
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present  nothing  has  been  decided.  I’he  question  is  whether  it  shall 
be  added  to  and  made  a Joint  Hospital,  or  whether  the  Billericay 
Rural  District  Council  shall  add  to  the  building  and  charge  as 
hitherto  for  cases  admitted  from  Brentwood  Urban  District.  The 
present  Hospital  is  usually  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of  the 
Billericay  Rural  Sanitary  Authority,  but  as  it  is  not  sufficient  for  the 
two  Authorities. 

The  Dairy  Industry  is  still  progressive,  and  is  practically  the 
farming  industry  of  the  District.  In  the  past  year  there  have  been 
two  outbreaks  of  Anthrax  — both  in  the  parish  of  Mountnessing,  and 
within  a few  days  of  each  other.  One  at  Mountnessing  Grange  in  the 
occupation  of  Mrs.  Hodge — the  other  at  Lawness  Farm,  in  the» 
occupation  of  Mr.  Crawford.  There  was  the  usual  history  — nothing 
was  noticed  about  the  cows  till  milking  time  came,  and  then  the 
cow  affected  gave  little  or  no  milk,  and  died  about  2 or  3 hours  after. 
A second  cow  at  Mr.  Crawford’s,  sharing  the  sanie  stall,  was  taken  ill 
five  days  after  the  first  and  died  quickly.  Probably  the  second  cow 
was  infected  from  its  fellow  or  from  the  same  food.  Five  other  cows 
appeared  to  be  not  cjuite  well  ; they  were  separated  and  in  a few  days 
were  quite  well.  It  is  a question  whether  these  were  cases  of  Anthrax. 
All  the  usual  precautions  were  taken,  and  there  was  no  further  out- 
break. I also  in  both  cases  directed  that  the  cows  should  not  be 
turned  out  on  to  the  same  pastures  for  one  month. 

The  origin  of  Anthrax  is  difficult  to  ascertain,  but  it  is  generally 
recognised  that  the  germ  is  usually  conveyed  in  foreign  cake  or  meal. 
It  is  most  frequent  in  w'arm  climates,  and  wdiere  it  breaks  out  in 
England  it  w'ill  be  found  almost  invariably  that  ^foreign  cake  or  meal 
has  been  used.  There  had  been  no  communication  between  these 
two  farms,  and  the  only  food  in  common  was  cake  from  the  same 
source. 

Cowsheds  generally  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  but  the  milk 
industry  is  a dirty  industry,  and  nothing  but  a close  supervision  at 
every  milking  can  ensure  perfect  cleanliness.  With  respect  to  Tuber- 


culosis  in  cattle,  1 am  very  strongly  of  opinion  that  it  should  be  made 
illegal  to  expose  Tuberculous  cows  for  sale  in  the  open  market— in 
this  I would  include  Tuberculosis  of  lung  as  well  as  of  the  udder — 
Tuberculosis  of  the  lung  at  any  rate  in  the  more  advanced  stages  is  easily 
recognised.  For  carrying  out  a law  of  this  kind  inspectors  would 
have  to  be  appointed — as  I think  they  should  be — for  the  periodical 
inspection  of  cowsheds  and  cows.  The  whole  matter  of  Tuberculosis 
in  cattle  is  a very  large  one,  and  to  deal  with  it  in  a comprehensive 
way  would  entail  an  enormous  expense.  It  is  definitely  settled  that 
milk  can  be  contaminated  by  tubercle  bacilli  without  the  udder  itself 
being  affected.  One  point  in  the  construction  of  cowsheds  I think 
should  be  attended  to,  viz.  : that  they  should  be  so  arranged  that 
cows  never  face  each  other  as  is  sometimes  done  in  large  cowsheds. 
I would  recommend  my  authority  never  to  sanction  the  building 
of  a cowshed  on  these  lines.  When  a cow  is  tubercular  it  almost 
always  sooner  or  later  coughs,  and  if  they  face  each  other  no  surer 
way  can  be  conceived  of  propagating  the  disease. 

The  want  of  cottage  accommodation  has  been  again  brought 
before  the  Authority.  From  time  to  time,  both  'in  my  monthly  and 
annual  reports,  this  need  has  been  touched  upon — at  present  without 
any  practical  result,  d'hese  cases  are  more  especially  brought  under 
the  notice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  where  infectious  disease 
is  notified.  The  opportunity  is  then  given  him  of  ascertaining  the 
size  of  the  cottage  and  the  number  of  inmates,  and  steps  are  taken 
to  relieve  any  overcrowding.  Even  then  when  notice  has  been  given 
to  abate  the  overcrowding  it  has  frequently  had  no  result,  there  being 
no  other  cottage  available.  There  are  many  cottages  in  this  District 
in  which  there  are  families  and  only  two  bedrooms — a condition  of 
things  very  undesirable. 

I have  had  plans  of  houses  before  me  containing  three  bedrooms, 
a fair  sized  living  room,  a pantry  and  scullery,  that  can  be  built  for 
;^i5o,  or  rather  less  if  built  in  a row,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of 
each  house  having  four  outside  walls.  Land  for  a site  and  gardens  of 


course  extra,  Ijut  in  a purely  agricultural  district  this  should  not  be 
very  costly.  I should  like  to  see  this  tried. 

What  an  agricultural  labourer  can  afford  to  pay  for  his  cottage 
should  not  exceed  3s.  a week,  and  for  this  I think  he  should  get  a 
house  with  three  bedrooms,  a good  water  supply,  good  drainage,  and 
a good  garden.  If  by  private  enterprise  this  fails  to  be  done,  then 
I think  the  Authority  should  step  in  and  build  the  required  number 
of  cottages— the  charge  to  be  a charge  on  the  rates.  The  larger 
landowners  in  the  District  of  this  Authority  have  many  of  them  taken 
a very  liberal  view  of  their  obligations  in  this  respect,  and  their 
labourers  are  supplied  with  good  cottages  and  gardens,  and  good 
sanitary  surroundings. 

In  the  last  few  years  cottages  have  fallen  down,  and  others  been 
closed  by  order  of  the  Authority,  and  these  cottages  have  not  been 
replaced — hence  the  need  for  action  on  the  part  of  the  Authority. 
There  is  hardly  a parish  in  this  District  that  is  not  in  want  of  addi- 
tional cottage  accommodation,  though  in  1904  the  building  bye-laws 
were  made  much  less  stringent. 

The  Southend  Water  Company  are  getting  on  rapidly  with  the 
work  of  laying  mains  in  the  District.  They  have  now  a complete 
network  of  mains  extending  through  or  into  the  parishes  of  Vange, 
Pitsea,  Bowers,  North  Benfleet,  Nevendon,  Wickford,  Basildon, 
Laindon,  Great  Burstead,  Ramsden  Grays,  Ramsden  Bellhouse,  and 
Downham.  All  these  are  connected  with  each  other,  and  with  the 
reservoir  at  Thundersley,  and  are  supplied  from  the  pumping  stations 
at  Fobbing,  Vange,  Pitsea,  Bowers,  and  Slyces  Gate — another  deep 
well  is  also  nearly  completed  at  Downham.  With  these  different 
pumping  stations  there  is  no  fear  of  a failure  of  supply  should  there 
be  a break  down  at  any  one  station.  The  reservoir  at  Billericay  is 
nearing  completion. 

In  my  report  for  the  year  1900,  I say,  “ Billericay  is  still  without 
its  drainage.  In  1899  a Local  Government  Board  Enquiry  was  held,

and  a system  of  drainage  was  approved.”  'I’his  mutter  has  been 
frequently  alluded  to,  both  before  that  date  and  since,  and  in  my  lust 
year’s  report  I say,  “ Plans  for  the  Drainage  of  Billericay  and  part  of 
the  adjoining  parish  of  Mountnessing  are  completed,  and  are  before 
the  Local  Government  Board.”  Apparently  they  are  still  there  as 
nothing  has  resulted.  There  are  four  large  sewers  and  many  smaller 
ones  emptying  themselves  without  any  attempt  at  purification.  These 
four  larger  drains  all  pollute  w'ater  courses.  One  of  the  sources  of 
the  Crouch  is  very  heavily  polluted  for  a long  distance. 

The  general  inspection  of  the  District  has  been  made,  and  the 
district  generally  is  certainly  in  a much  better  sanitary  condition  than 
some  years  since.  Still  there  are  certain  insanitary  conditions  that 
with  careless  tenants  will  always  from  time  to  time  recur  and  make 
inspection  necessary.  A good  many  new  houses  have  been  erected, 
and  analyses  of  water  made.  I have  been  struck  with  the  similarity 
of  the  result  of  the  analyses  of  the  water  at  Hutton — almost  identical 
in  results,  and  exceptionally  pure. 

The  Inspectors’  reports  are  appended.

The  contact  beds  at  these  works  have  been  emptied,  the  bottom 
drainage  improved,  and  the  beds  re-filled,  partly  with  new  media  and 
partly  with  the  old,  after  screening  and  washing  same  ; this  has  greatly 
increased  the  capacity — four  beds  now  holding  an  ordinary  dry 
weather  day’s  flow. 

A percolating  filter  is  being  constructed  on  which  it  is  proposed 
to  spray  the  effluent  from  the  contact  beds  ; the  land  being  very 
unsuitable  for  irrigation. 

HUTTON  WATER  MAIN. 

The  extension  of  the  water  main  at  Hutton  was  from  Hutton 
Mount,  along  Hanging  Hill  Lane  and  the  Southend  Road  to  Hutton 
House  and  Humes  Farm,  with  a branch  through  the  village,  ending 
near  the  school.
